Apart from thie, however, the Fand’s ac- 
counts show that its affairs ara by no means in 
a Honriehing condition, and the successor of Sir 
John Evans—whose retirement’ from the piesi- 
dency on account of age is a real loss—will have 
to be a strong man if matters are not to 
grow worse. There is again a larga increade of 
expenditare in excesa of income, and although 
the English subsctiptions keep up fairly, the 
Americen, which four years ‘dgo exceeded 
them in amoont, msy henceforth be taken as 
a negligible quantity. Moreover, the accounts 
show that, while one of the excavators ‘em- 
ployed by the Fond was in receipt of a regular 
alary, the others were content. with their 
expenses only ; and it is at least donbtfal 
whether explorers at once so z2alous.and‘so 
disinterested will be found in fatare. The fact 
ia that the Fund , has been suffering for some 
time past at once from divided cotnsels and 
fect the frame of mind which the Scotch call 
“sioning one’s mercies,” The recent expedi- 
tions to Ahnas.and Sinai hava produced, 


resulta at all commensurate with the money 
expented on them, while more solid work bas 
been neglected, and the unexampled oppor- 
tunity afforded by the large American sob- 
scriptions and the simultaneous ‘windfalls of 
special donations from England has ‘been 
allowed to let slip.
